The Court holds 
that the property-owner cannot be divested 
of his property, under the Constitution of 
this State, until paid therefor; that# 
until he has been paid, the exclusive title 
and possession remains with him, and until 
divested he can sustain no damage for which 
he can claim compensation. This decision 
of our Supreme Court corresponds with that 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in a like case occurring in New York. 
In that case, the Supreme Court of the 
United States held that the municipality was

DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS. 

The recent exposures of ballot-box stuffing 
by the Democrats in Cincinnati brings up 
afresh the question why it is that Democrats, 
particularly in large cities, have such an in- 
veterate habit of fraudulent voting. No 
election passes but the Democrats immedi- 
ately resort to methods of obtaining office by 
spurious votes. Not content with legal 
votes, they proceed at once to manufacture 
them by false and fraudulent means. Light 
years ago they stole the Electoral vote of New 
York, the State ticket, the Legislature, and 
half a dozen members of Congress by the 
most shameful and villainous ballot-box 
stuffing, repeating, false counting, and 
fraudulent naturalization papers. In the re- 
cent election in Ohio they swindled the Re- 
publicans out of two members of Congress 
in the Hamilton District, and in Cleveland 
polled a thousand illegal votes. In Indiana 
they imported crowds of no.orious Eastern 
roughs, bullies, and repeaters. In Baltimore 
they have carried the elections for years by 
fraud and force. In the Southern States 
they resort to the different methods 
of the shot-gun and revolver, but 
the outcome is the same—a war 
upon the elective franchise. Ia New York 
City at the present time they are registering 
thousands of bogus names, thus laying the 
foundation for swindling in November. All 
over New York, in fact, when the opportuni- 
ty offers, they are registering absentees, fic- 
titious names, unnaturalized foreigners, and 
names of dead men, to be counted in No- 
vember. They seem to have a fatal love for 
this kind of treason,—for it is, after all, a 
treason that strikes at the very foundation of 
republican government. It shows a low sense 
of honesty, and a lower sense of honor. It 
@isplays not only a determination to obtain 
power by fraud, theft, apd revolution, but a 
willingness to strike the very ground out 
from under the institutions of the country. 
In ourown city, last sprigg, this thieving 
gang stole the South Town election by grand 
larceny and pollution of the ballot-box, and 
the leaders of this same gang are now at 
work for Hoxie and his crowd, preparing to 
carry Chicago and Cook County by the same 
infamous process. 

If the Republican party, which does not

THE LATE F. P. BLAIR. 

The death of the venerable Francis Przs- 
ton Bam, father of Monrcomery Buar and 
the late Franx P. Bram, Jr., has already 
been noticed. He was born in Abingdon, 
Virginia, in April, 1791, and was in the 86th 
year of his age. His death recalls other and 
almost forgotten times in American politics, 
when Bram was a conspicuous participant 
in national affairs. There was hardly an as- 
sociate of that day whom he did not sur- 
vive. 

Mr. Bram was the editor of a pape? in 
Kentucky, and belonged to the Democratic- 
Republican party, which, during Mr. Mon- 


nns ‘Administration, had no opposition. 


When that Administration was drawing to a 
close, the candidates for the succession were 
numerous. Jom Quincy Apams, Henry 
Car, Anprew Jackson, WWIAAN H. Cnraw- 
rorD, Jonn C. Catnoun, and other members 
of the party, all aspired to the Presidency. 
Apams, CRawrorD, and CALHOUN were mem- 
bers of Monroz’s Cabinet, and were hearty 
haters of each other. Each had his follow- 
ers. Among the warm supporters of Mr. 
Cuay were Francis P. Bram and Amos Ku- 
DALI, both residents in Kentucky, where 
Krol. had been a teacher in CLAr's fam- 
ily. Both supported CLar in the contest 
in 1824, when, the people failing to elect, the 
House chose Apams President. The whole 
period of that Administration was devoted to 
the preparation for the next election, and 
the once united party gradually separated 
into two divisions which subsequently formed 
themselves into the Democratic and Whig 
parties. Nevertheless, during the exciting 
contest of 1828, all the candidates were 
nominally of the Republican party. The 
election of Gen. Jacxson forced the adher- 
ents of Apams, Cray, and the anti-Masonic 
factions into an oppositien, which four years 
later took form asthe Whig party. An ar- 
ticle written by Bram, opposing the nullifi- 
cation and State-Sovereignty notions of CAL 
moun and his school, attracted the attention 
of Jackson, who invited Bram to come to 
Washington and publish the Giobe, the des- 
tined organ of the Democratic party. At 
the same time he invited Kenpau. to Wash- 
ington, giving him a place in the Treasury, 
and thus secured the support and services 
of two able men who previously had 
been ardent friends of Hr Ounay. 
There had been considerable talk, preceding 
Jackson's election, of establishing the one- 
term principle, and Mr. Catzoun, who was 
then Vice-President, was urged for the suc- 
cession. The Democratic paper at Wash- 
ington,—the Telegraph,—edited by Durr 
Green, was the mouthpiece of Canuoun’s 
friends. The Globe, established by Bram 
and Rrvns, became the Administration organ. 
The war between the Jackson and the CT- 
noun factions became intensified, and the 
first Cabinet of Gen. Jackson was broken 
up, partly by political but mainly by per- 
arising from the antagonism 

for the succession. A few years later the 
practical revolt of South Carolina and Presi- 
dent Jackson's proclamation and manly de- 
nunciation of Nullifloation drew the lines 
closely between the Democrats and Nullifi- 
era, and Jackson’s supremacy in the party 
was complete. Following this was the 
President’s war upon and defeat of the 
National Bank, and his own triumph- 
ant re-election. During all these years 
the confidential, though unofficial, advisers of 
the President were Francis P. Bram and 
Amos KiWa, who were represented in 
those days as the “Kitchen Cabinet.” 
Bran was, as editor of the Globe, a conspic- 
ous object of assault, but during his whole 
service in Washington bore himself bravely, 
defending the Democratic party against the 
State-Sovereignty and Nullification doctrines 
and party. He did not make the defense of 
slavery a party doctrine or policy. He con- 
tinued as editor of the Globe during Mr. Van 
Buren’s term, and supported him unavail- 
ingly for re-election in 1840. The Globe, as 
well as the whole Democratic party, was com- 
mitted tothe renomination of Van Burzn 
in 1844, but the question of the annexation 
of Texas occurring, the Convention of that 
year nominated Porx. Mr. Van Buren was 
known to be opposed to the annexation of 
Texas, and his defeat by Pork was 
the first decided victory of the slavery 
wing of the Democratic party. When Pox 
came to Washington, the Sonth, among 
other things, demanded that Mr. Bram 
should retire from the Globe, of which he 
had been sixteen years the editor, And in 
which he had earned a national reputation. 
It was a demand by the Solid South that 
the Democratic organ at Washington should 
represent the South as the foremost 
interest in the Democratic party. Mr. Barn 
was bowed out; even the name of the paper 
was changed; and Tuomas Rrroui, of the 
Richmond Hnquirer, became the editor of 
the.national organ of the Democratic party. 
The pro-slavery supremacy in the Demo- 
cratic party was established in the election 
of Porx. The war with Mexico and the ac- 
quisition of new territory were successfully 
earried out. The scheme for the extension 
of slavery encountered, however, a serious 
check in the motion of Wimor, a Democrat

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THE NEXT CONGRESS. 

A few days ago Tun Trimune gave its 
readers its estimate of the probable political 
complexion of the next Congress, and figured 
out at the best a very small majority in the 
House of Representatives. We have now 
before as an estimate made up by the New 
York Duening Post, which may be regarded 
as nearly independent, its conductors being 
divided in sympathy and all comparatively 
indifferent as to the result. Its estimate 
may, consequently, be accepted as reasonably 
cool-headed and probable. In the Forty- 
third Congress the House had 198 Republio- 
ans, 87 Democrats, 4 Liberals, and 1 Inde- 
pendent; in the Forty-fourth (the present) 
Congress there are 109 Republicans, 17 
Democrats, 2 Liberals, and 3 Independents ;| 


in the next Congress the Heening Post esti- 


mates that the House will have 145 Repub- 
licans and 148 Democrats,—thus giving the 
Democrats a bare majority of three. 

There are some details in which we do not 
altogether agree with the Posts figuring. 
Thus in Alabama it gives the Democrats all 
the Congressmen, though there are probably 
two, and certainly one, district which ought 
to return Republicans, unless they are ‘‘ shot- 

„ out of their votes. In Illinois, on 
the other hand, the Post allows 13 Repub- 
licans to 6 Democrats; this certainly ought 
to be the result, but in the Fourth District 
there are two Republican candidates in the 
field, and Hurnusvr may get Republican 
votes enough to elect Fannsworta, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate. So, in the Peoria Dis- 
trict, Warrme’s bolt may possibly defeat 
Bord, who would undoubtedly be elected if 
there were no defection. In the 
First District (the South Division of 
Chicago) there is reason to appre- 
hend Democratic repeating, colonizing, 
ballot-box stuffing, and frauds of all kinds in 
behalf of Hoxrm. In this way it is not im- 
possible that the Republican Congressmen 
in this State may be reduced to 11 or even 
10, instead of 13, which is the number IIli- 
nois ought to count upon. To return to the 
Post's beginning, it gives the Democrats all 
the Missouri delegation, though hopes are 
entertained by the Republicans of carrying 
two districts. In North Carolina it gives the 
Republicans but one Congressman out of 
eight, though the contest in that State is 
close enough to warrantahope of two or 
three. So it counts upon the Rifle Clubs of 
South Carolina carrying two districts for the 
Confederates, though by honest vote they 
wouldn't get any. 

While we may differ from the Zvening 
Post as to the allotment of Democrats and 
Republicans in the different States, the sum 
of our observations does not materially 
change its estimate, and the present outlook 
is that neither party will secure a majority 
of more than half a dozen. The special 
significance of this close sailing is that the 
Republicans owe it to themselves and the 
best interests of the country to bury all 
local differences and personal strifes, and 
unite in every district to elect their candi- 
date where it can be done by unity and 
energy. We commend this view of the 
matter particularly to the Republicans of 
this State who live in districts where dis- 
sension among themselves threatens the 
loss of Congressmen who might be elected 
as well as not, and also in those districts 
where they have timely warning of the 
Democratic intention to defeat them by 
fraud. 3 


AN IMPORTANT ADMISSION. 

Thg Chicago organ of the Confederates has 
shrewdly avoided until recently any particu- 
lar reference to the danger to be apprehended 
from the claims of ex-Rebels for losses sus- 
tained during the War. Itisa thing not to 
be denied with any reasonable hope of cre- 
dence, and not to be admitted without detri- 
ment to Mr. Tuns chances. It has gen- 
erally contented itself, therefore, with flaunt- 
ing the banner of Reform,” and abusing 
most of the men who are carrying it. But 
even the Chicago Times has permitted its 
frankness to get the better of its discretion, 
and in a late article on the subject of Rebel 
claims makes the following important ad. 
mission : 

As to the matter of Southern claims, there is 
no evidence of any intention even to present such 
@ mass of them as the Haves organs have evolved 
out of their imaginations. Much less is there evi- 
dence of any intention to allow a single claim that 
is not reasonable and just. The Hayes organs are 
unable to discover a single bill for the allowance of 
improper or Rebel claims that was passed by the 
Confederate House, or favorably acted upon by 
any committee of that House, during the late 
session. The most they can do is to set in array a 
number of claims bills that have been introduced 
from time to time daring a period of ten years, and 
point to the action of the State of Missouri in un- 

to assume for collection certain claims 
of citizens of that State; all of which amounts to 
nothing. Legislative bodies and political organ- 
izations are to be judged by what they do, not by 
what they are asked to do. Jt is not 
that there are a great many people in the Southern 
States who would like to get something out of the 
Public Treasury; but there are a great many 
people in the Northern States who would like to do 
the same. It is not improbable thata great many 
Southern claims are extravagant or fraudulent; 
but the same may be said of a great many Northern 
claims. On the other hand, some Southera claim 
may be entirely reasonable and just, and if so they 
ought not to be rejected simply because they are 
Southern, any more than Western claims ought to 
be rejected because they are Western, or Eastern 
claims because they are Eastern.

' COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTES. 

Jere Buiacz’s revolutionary advice to the 
Confederates of South Carolina to withdraw 
their ticket, though utterly impracticable 
even for the infamous purpose for which it 
was designed, has served to draw attention 
to the alarming political danger that will pre- 
sent itself in case the pending Presidential 
election shall turn upon the vote of a single 
State, and there be two Electoral tickets in 
that State each claiming to have been chosen. 
Notwithstanding Senator Monrox's efforts to 
arouse the Congress to a sense of the notable 
defect of the Constitution and laws relative 
to the count of the Electoral vote,—efforts 
that he has renewed from time to time ever 
since the Presidential vote of 1872,—nothing 
has been done; indeed, by dropping the 
twenty-secund joint rule adopted in 1865, 
and under which the votes of 1868 and 1872 
were counted, there is even less system than 
ever, and Congress falls back upon the 
letter of the Constitution (Twelfth Amend- 
ment), which makes the opening and count- 
ing of the Electoral votes a mere clerical 
labor. Yet the joint rule in force during 
the last two counts was notably unfair and 
probably unconstitutional, since it enabled 
either House of Congress, for mere partisan 
reasons and by its single objection, to dis- 
franchise the people of any State in the 
Union, and treat them as if no election had 
been held. Such a rule could be improved by 
the present Democratic House to throw out 
sufficient Republican States to transfer the 
Presidential election to their own keeping, 
and insure the choice of a Democratic Presi- 
dent. The only rule now in force is the 
constitutional provision that the President of 
the Senate shall, in the presence of the 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
open all the certificates, and the votes 
shall then be cqgunted.” Now the danger 
is, that, from South Carolina we will say, 
there may be two certificates from two 
Electoral bodies, each claiming to have been 
appointed by the people. There is no pro- 
vision in the Constitution or laws enabling 
Congress or any other tribunal to determine 
between the two. Herein is the danger. 

If the Confederate party were as devoted 
to the Union as the Republican party, such 
a case might excite dissension, but would not 
threaten revolution. As it is, we have had 
abundant evidence that the Confederates are 
determined to carry the day at every hazard. 
Having decided to carry three or four 
Southern States for TD by intimidation 
and violence, they will scarcely hesitate to 
enforce the count of any Electoral votes 
which they may claim under this policy. 


Congress will not convene until after the | 


election, nor until after it shall be known 
whetber the choice for President will depend 
upon the decision between two contesting 
sets of Electors of one or more States. If it 
shall prove to be so close, the Confederate 
House will probably refuse to agree to any 
fair rule or arbitration, and the strife that 
will grow out of the situation cannot be defi- 
nitely estimated. Itis earnestly to be hoped 
that the danger may be averted by the choice 
being se decided as not to rest upon the vote 
of any State in dispute; but. in contemplat- 
ing the possibility of such a situation, the 
only practicable way that suggests itself now 
is for each State to contest within its own 
‘boundaries any dispute as to the result, and 
for Congress to bind itself to the count ef 
such Electoral votes as shall be properly cer- 
tified by the Governors of the several States. 
Indeed, Congress has no authority to go be- 
yond this. It may not stop to inquire 
into the anterior causes of the dissension in 
any State, or the claims of any contesting set 
of Hlectors, but has simply the perfunctory 
duty of opening and counting the votes that 
come toit properly certified. There should be 
universal willingness: on the part of both 
parties in Congress to agree to this while the 
result is yet uncertain, so that the tempta-

If they did that and escaped 
detection, of course they would pocket the 
duty which belongs to the Government. In- 
stead, these blarsted Britishers leap the 
tariff-Chinese wall with their factories in 
their pockets, and sell their steel here, avoid- 
ing payment of the duty, which they pocket. 
Were the tariff-Chinese wall knocked down 
they would sell all the steel we want for cut- 
lery, and railroad bars, and tires, and all 
other uses, cheaply, from Sheffield. Instead, 
they jump the wall to sell it to us at the high 
prices which that wall was built to keep up. 
They come here simply to thus get their 
steel into our market, while evading the pay- 
ment of the duty. They cannot expect to 
export. Todo that they would stay where 
they are and where they can manufacture so 
cheaply that we have to have the tariff to 
keep them out of our markefs. Cheap steel

The leading produce markets were less active on 
Saturday, and steady, except iu wheat and barley, 
both of which were again weak. The tendency, of 
the whole was to a lower range of prices, but the 
changes and prices were not wide except as aboye. 
The prospects of peace in the Eastern Hemisphere 
were more decided, the report veing current that 
Turkey had acceded to the demands made upon her 
by Russia; but the effect of this was largely d 
counted the previous day. The later news to the 
effect that England had takea a decided stand in 
regard to the occupation of Constantinople did not 
come in ‘time to produce any remarkable 
result, though the feeling toward the close 
was one of greater firmness. We note that the 
shipping. movement was more active under an 
easior freight tariff, Wat it will require a very heavy 
outward movement to re@&ce our present large 
stocks to the volume they ought to be on the first 


edge of winter. There was again an important ac- 
cumulation during the week, as shown by the fig- 
ures above. 


The dry goods trade was quiet in most depärt- 
ments, with prices ruling steady, except for prints, 
in which the tendency now secms to be to an easicr 
state. Woolens, flaunels, hosiery, shawig, blan- 
kets, and notions were fairly active, anda well- 
sustained demand for bleached and brown cottons 
was also noted. There was a fairly active and frm 

grocery ket. 

The pr -chatges were confined to a slight ad- 
vance in coffees and sugars, both of which are in 
light supply at all distributing points. Teas are 
firm under a liberal and improving demand. 

| There was an active movement in foreign 
dried fruits atuniformly firm prices. With the 
exception of apples, domestic dried were dull. The 
butter market was firm, not only for choice grades, 
which are scarce, but for common and medium 
qualities. Cheese met with only a light demand at 
11@12%c for good to best factory. The market 
was firm at the above range. In the fish market 


and wood remain as before. Leather continnes 
fairly active at rm figures. Jobbers of oils re- 
ported a quiet and unchanged market. 

The cargo lumber market was very quict, only 
two or three cargoes being on sale. A large fleet is 
out and fair offerings are expected Monday. The 
market was nominally firm in consequence of the 
sudden jump upward in freights, which it is thought 
will check receipts, as dealers do not look fora 
corresponding rise in the price of lumber. At the 
yarde a fair trade is in progress, but the volume of 
business is smaller than a year ago, and prices are 
kept down by the large supply onsale. The de- 
mand for wool, hops, and hides was fair, and full 
recent prices were asked and obtained. Hay was 
dull. shippers being out of the market owing, it is 
said, to the scarcity of freight room. Choice po- 
tatoes were salable, but most of the offerings were 
| poor or partly mpe and sold slowly to retailers at 
lower prices. Poultry and game were slow and 
easy, except fresh stock, which usualfy brought 
late outside prices. Green fruits were dull. 

Lake freights were more active and declined 
Me, closing at 4e for corn to Buffalo, though few 
vessels were offering. Shippers took hold more 
willingly at the concession. Rail freights were 
firm at previous rates, at 20c per 100 be to New 
York, We to Boston, 18c to Philadelphia, and 17 ¢ 
to Baltimore with few cars offering. Through 
rates by lake and rail were quoted at 15c to Boston 
and 14e to New York on corn.
